A  meeting  of  the  citittua  living  in 
the  vicinity  of  •  tlie  Berkeley  scb«*<l- 
house  w  talked  of  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  Ipro  tiding  additional] 
8Chool  a/X->  lining  lath  •!)«  For  Home; 
time  the  residents  of  Wnt*e*Mng  have 
wanted  a  school  nearer  t-he  center  «>f 
tbeir  nei^hborl^xal.  The  Berkeley 
school  house  hos  l*eeli  thought  too  far 
away,  overcrow 4  led,  and  it*  j*rovi»n<n 
for  the  comfort  of  th*-  children  nol 
equal  to  that  enjoyed' in  tbe  newer 
buildings.  It  is  well  for  the  whole 
district  to  carefully  look  iuto  the 
merits  of  this  question  at  once. 

Tbe  Berkeley  school-house  and  the 
Bnuokside  as  well,  were  built  some 
time « in  tbe  sixties  after  the  general 
jilan.  They  were  divided  into  two 
rtjoms,  each  to  accommodate  two 
classes.  Since  that  time  two  rooms 
have  been  added  to  tbe  Berkeley 
school  giving  four  class- rooms  with, 
provision  for  160  scholars.  The  build¬ 
ing'  is  no*  in  good  order,  being  its' 
well  heated,  furnished  and  ventilated 
as  in  its  present  shajte'  19  possible! 
It  is  of  course  inferior  in  these  rei- 
sjtects  to  the  newer  buildings,  the 
Center  Primary  and  the  Grammaf 
school  houses. 

To  make  it  equal  to  these  struc¬ 
tures  will  require  its  entire  rebuilding. 
The  ]>eople  of  Watsessing  are  under¬ 
stood  to.  desire  either  on  additional 
school  house  near  the  depot  or  that 
the  Berkeley  school  house  l>e  torn 
down  anil  removed  to  that  place. 
Is  this  necessary,  desirable  or- wise  ! 

A  few  facts  bearing  an  this  subject 
will  l>e  given.  As  to  the  growth  of 
Berkeley  school,  the.  annual  school 
reports  for  the  y  uus  jtnding  I880, 
1886  and  1887  show  the  numlier  of 
scholars  in  attendance  as  follows:

The  school  is  n*»  larger  to-day  than 
three  veals  ago.  1  As  to  the  distance 
chililren  are  compelled  to  go  to  the 
school,  it  is  Uo  greater  thau  child)  *■» 
go  who  attend  the  Centre  Primary 
school.  They  come  from  Canal  street 
on  the  north,  den  Ridge  on  the  west, 
and  Montgomery  on  the  east. 

The  classes  are  no  larger  than  in 
the  Center  Primary.  In  1887  the 
size  of  the  classes  compared  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

The  average  of  classes  at  the  Center 
Primary  is  thus  seen  to  be  32,  Berke¬ 
ley  31. 

At  the  Center  school  house  there  is 
abundance  of  room  for  additional 
scholars.  Only  five  out  of  .the  eight 
rooms  are  now  in  use.  If  Berkeley 
behind  house  is  overcrowded  it  is  easy 
to  enlarge  the  Center  district,  making 
the  Berkeley  at  the  same  time  some¬ 
what  smaller  and  relieving  any  over¬ 
crowding  that  may  exi*t  there. 

The  debt  of  the  district  now  is 
$10,300,  which  is  being  paid  at  the 
rate  of  $3,000  per  year.  If  this  he 
not  interrupted,  in  a  little  over  three 
years  the  district  will  be  relieved  of 
its  debt  and  a  large  expenditure  for 
interest  be  saved.  The  cost  of  the 
schools  last  year  was  about  .^17,000. 
Every  new  school- house  will  increase 
that  cost. 

While  small  sclio  -Is  iu  the  outlying 
districts  are  convenient  they  are  not 
popular  with  parents,  teachers,  or 
trustees.  They  are  expensive  to 
maintain,  and  apt  to  lie  inferior  iu 
discipline  bud  instruction.  Trustees 
and  voters  alike  will  do  well  to  make 
haste  slowly  in  tlus^atter. 

The  New  Church  at  Glen  Ridge. 

The  formal  organization  and  recogni¬ 
tion  of  BlooiufUcM’s  new  Congregational 
Church  at  Glen  Itidge  took  place  lact 
.  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  society's  tempo¬ 
rary  place  of  worship  in  the  Glen  Ridge 
depot.  Invitations  to  meet  in  council  had 
been  sent  to  most  of  the  Protestant 
churches  of  th«*  vicinity,  and  in  response 
thereto  the  following  were  present  fr--ui 
Bloomfield.  Rev.  H.  W.  BallauLine  and 
Mr.  If.  H.  Biddulph,  representing  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  ;  Rev.  Geo.  A. 
Pauli  aud  Mr.  II  B.  Sheldon.  Westminster 
Church;  Rev  J  A.  Monroe  and  Mi  Ed¬ 
ward  Wilde,  Park  M.  K.  Church;  Bev.- 
Drs.  Knox  and  Coe;  It-  v.  Dr.  A.  11.  Brad¬ 
ford  of  Montclair;  Rev.  Mr.  Pullan  of 
East  Orange;  Ke\.  Mr.  Green  of  Orange; 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  O.  Murray  of  Princeton  Col¬ 
lege;' Rev.  Dr.  ltunkin  of  Orange  Valley. 

The  council  was  called  toorder  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Bradford,  the  longest  settled  pallor 
of  the  council,  who  was  made  permanent 
moderator.  Rev.  Mi.  Pullan  wa-  elected 
clerk  to  the  council,  anil  after  prayer  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Coe,  the  moderator  called  for  a 
statement  from  some  representative  of 
the  proposed  church,  (ft  the  reasons  fur 
its  establishment  and  the  proceedings 
taken  to  that  end.  The  statement  was 
made  in  a  very  appropriate  speech  by 
Arthur  J.. Look  wood,  who  Jheu  reau  the 
statement  of  doctrine  anil  rules  of  the 
ehureb  and  society,  proposed  for  adoption. 
After  h paring  these  documents  read  the 
council  reliied  to  the  club-house  across 
the  street  to  consider  the  matter  ini  pri¬ 
vate  session. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  council  the  mod¬ 
erator  announced  that  they  had  unani¬ 
mously  determined  to  organize  and 
recognize  the  proposed  church.

The  providing  for  the  vacating  ->f  the 
Moiris  Canal,  which  lately  became  a  law 
will  seriously  affect  .some  industries  now- 
existing  In  Bloorri field,  and  other  plac 
along  the  artificial  stream.  Hi  ore  are 
several  large  mills  and  coal  yards,  and 
tin*  Montclair  ga»  works  bordering  on  the 
canal,  which  will  be  crippled  If  not  closed 
entirely  by  the  effects  ot  the  law. 

It  is  not  .thought  that  the  Lehigh  Com¬ 
pany  will  close  the  canal  this  year,  as  the 
usual  1 -pairs  have  been  made  to  tin 
n«iueilu.-t,  locks  etc.,  and  may  possibly  bn 
a-ed  a-  a  channel  for  commerce  this  sum¬ 
mer.  Then  again,  our  juvenile  popula¬ 
tion  are  antagonistic  to  closing  this  body 
of  water.  They  want  to  know  where  tin-;

become  almost  unbearable  ?  The  canal 
has  long  been  used  for  bathing  E 
in  the  early*  days  of  the  R.d.  -I'.ion  the 
troops  that-  were  encamped  at  Cus  p  Fr.

and  pleasure  in  taking  an  early  niornir 
bath  in  the  inviting  strean.  Ti.-iem 
many  pleasant  associations  connected 
with  the  canal.
